G,S,R. ii94(£J.—In exercise of the powers Con¬ 
ferred by seUion 24 of the High Court Judges 
(Conditions of Service) Act, 1954 (28 of 1954), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the hligh Court Judges 
Travelling Allowance Rules, 1956, namely:— 

1. (Ij Jhese rules may be called the High Court 

Judges Travelling Allowance (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1986, 

(2' They Shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Oflicial Gazette. 

2, In the High Court Judges Travelling Allowauct 
Rules, 1956 

(1) In rule lA, after sub-rule (b), the follow¬ 
ing sub-rule shall be inserted, namely ;— 

(C) “m4eage allowance" means the roafi 
mileage allowance at the rate notified by 
the concerned Director of Trasnport for 
Ta \i I AutOricks h n \v;'' 

(2) in rule 2, in sub-rule (l),^— 

(i) in clause (C), for the words and figures 
'‘32 paisc per kilometre*’ appearing with¬ 
in brackets, the words “one-half of the 
rate per kilometre notified by the con¬ 
cerned Director of Transport for auto- 
rickshaw’" shall be substituted; 

(ii) ill clause (d), for the words, letters and 
figures “an allovvjncc at the rate of 
Rs, L30 paise per kilometre”, the words 
‘Toad mileage allowance at the rate noti¬ 
fied by the concerned Director of Trans¬ 
port’* shall be substituted; 

(iii) in clause (e),^ 

(a) for the letters and figures “Rs. 35”, 
the letters and figures “Rs. 100"" shall 
be substittued; 


(b) in the speond proviso,— 

(i) for the existing para (i), the follow¬ 
ing para sliall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“(i) When a judge 'is required to per¬ 
form functions outside his normal 
duties in localities away from his 
headquarters he may, subject to 
such conditions as the President 
may in each case determine be 
granted daily allowance not ex¬ 
ceeding Rs. 100 per day for all 
type of localities and transport 
charges not exceeding Rs. 201- 
day in respect of specially expen¬ 
sive localities like Bombay, CaL- 
Qutta, Madras, Delhi, Hyderabad, 
Ahmcdabad, Bangalore or any 
other locality so declared hereafter 
by the President and shall also be 
entitled to Government accotnmo^ 
dation at the same rates as for 
Government servants""; 

(ii) in para (u), for the letters and figures 
“Rs. 42”, the letters and figures 
“Rs. 100” shaU be substituted; 

fiii) in para (iii), for the letters and 
figures “Rs. 35”, the letters and 
figures “Rs. 100 " shall be substU 
tuted; 

(3) ir rule 6 for sub-rule (b), the following 

sub'fulc shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“(b> When travelling the road : — 

(i) one mileage allowance for the judge 
himself; 

(ii) one additional mileage allowance at the 
rate applicable to him, if two members 
of his family accompany him and at 
twice that rate if more than two mem¬ 
bers accompany him : 

Provided that when any portion of 
the journey can be performed by rail¬ 
way, the allowance claimed in respect 
of that portion shlal not exceed the 
amount admissible had the judge and 
the members of his family travelled on 
such portion by railway by the highest 
class including air-conditioned;” 

(4) for rule 7-A, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“7-A Notwithstanding anything contained in 
rule 5, a judge of the High Court shall 
be entitled to leave travel concession for 
himself, his wife and dependent members 
of his family for visiBng any place in 
India (including permanent residence in 
his home state) during his leave, twice a 
year, in accordance with the rules appli¬ 
cable in this regard to a member of the 
Indian Administrative Service holding (he 
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lank of Secretary to the Goveriimeiif of 
the State in which the principal seat of 
the High Court is situated. 

Explanation for the purpose of this 
rule, "leave’ shall include vacation : 

Provided that a Judge of the Delhi 
High Court and a judge of the Punjab 
and Haryana High Court shall be entitled 
10 leave travel concession under this rule, 
twice a ycar^ fpr visiting a place any¬ 
where in India (including home town in 
accordance with the rules applicable in 
this behalf to a member of the Indian 
Administrative Service holding the rank 
of a Joint Secretary to the Government 
of India; 

Provided further that a Judge and his 
wife shall have the option to travel by 
air or by air-conditioned first class when 
travelling by railway, dependent members 
of the family shall also be allowed to 
travel with cither of them by air or air- 
conditioned first class, when the judge or 
his wife travels on leave travel concession, 
Fxplanation-I: For the purpose of this 
rule and of rules 7-B and 7-C,^— 

‘"permanent residence in the home state” 
means (i) in the case of a person who 
has held a judicial office in the territory 
of India, such place as may have been 
recorded in his service records as the 
place at which his permanent residence 
is located, and (ii) in any other case, the 
place which has been declared by a 
judge of a High Court before the com¬ 
mencement of the High Court, Judges 
(Travelling Allowance) Amendment 
Rules, 1966, as the place at which his 
permanent residence is located, or where 
no such declaration has been made, such 
place as the judge of a High Court may 
within one year from tl\o commence¬ 
ment of the High Court Judges (Travel¬ 
ling Allowance) Amendment Rules, 1966 
or from the date cf his appointment, 
whichever is later, declare to be the place 
at which his permanent residence is lo¬ 
cated and the declaration so made shj'i' 
not be changed unless the Central Gov¬ 
ernment having regard to the exceptional 
circumstances of the case permits such 
change : 

Provided that not more than one such 
change shall be permitted by the Central 
Government during the period of service 
of a judge of a High Court, 

‘‘Year” means the ‘Calendar Year’, pro¬ 
vided that in the event of the return 
journey falling in the succeeding calendar 
year, such journey shall be deemed to 


have been performed in the year in which 
the outward journey had commeno^;” 

(5; in rule 7-C, in sub-rule (1), in clause (b), 
for the existing sub-clause ti), the following 
sub-clause shall be substituted, namely,— 
“(i) one mileage allowance for ojie member 
of the family, a second mileage allowance 
if two members of the famUy travel and 
a third mileage, allowance if more than 
two members of the family of-the de¬ 
ceased judge travel, at the rate applicable 
to such judge on the date he was hist on 
duty.’\ 

(6) in rule 7-D, in sub-rule (b), for the existing 
clauses (i) and (ii), the following dausc 
shall be substituted, namely: — 


"‘one mileage allowance for the judge, a second 
mileage allowance if two members of the 
family travelling with him and a third 
mileage allowance if more than two mem¬ 
bers of his family travel witli him, at the 
rate applicable to such judge on the date 
he was last on duty;” 

(7) rule 7-B and 7-E shall be omitted; 

(S) rule 7-C and 7-D shall be renumbered as 
7B and 7-C respectively.
